TRIBUTE oF NORRIS BROWN

LINCOLN, Aug. 8l.—(8pecial Telegram.)—
Atterney General Norris Brown made the
following written statement:

“The mews of Mr. Rosewaler's death
came as a great shock. I feel it Is a per-
sona] Joss. Oun many matters for the lust
two years he has been my personal friend
and adviser. It {s hard to realize that he
Is gone;, for the last talk I had with film
last week he seemed so well and strong
and cheerful.

“The state and nation will feel the loss
of his aggressive abiliti€s, always em-
ployed for whit he deemed the public good,
I have Known him for elghteen years and
have always been a firm believer In his
fidelity to friends and in his alocerity on
all public queationn. His life was a con-
tinuous Mruggle, In which Se was always
fighting for or agalnat mensures and men
as his judgment and the public welfarc
suggested. His place In the state can never
be filled as he fillad 1. He was the most
interesting and forcidle character In Ne-
braska for the laust quarter of & century."”

“I have known Mr, Rosewater ever since
he staried the Omaha Bee,” sald Governor
Mickey when asked for an expression on
the career of the dead Journalist. *'1 be-
came acgualnted with him at a stiate con-
ventlon and frequenily thereafter met him
at simllar gatherings. At the conventlon
lant week | saw and spoke to him casually
und slso Introduced some members of the
Polk county delegation to him.
